HIS is the twenty-first consecutive issue of the annual 


statistical review of the automobile industry. 


The replacement market proved to be the strongest support 
for sales in nineteen thirty-eight, in fact absorbing the entire 


output for domestic consumption. 


Foreign sales took one out of every three American trucks and 


one out of every seven passenger cars produced in United States 


and Canada. 


Although production and sales of motor vehicles declined 
below the previous year, the use of highway transport facilities 
continued near the peak of nineteen thirty-seven. This meant 
that employment in the transportation of persons and goods 
by motor vehicles was maintained at a high level. 


Taxes of $1,529,000,000 on motor vehicle users during the 
year receded slightly from the record established in nineteen 
thirty-seven but still represented one out of every eight tax dol- 


lars from all sources, Federal, state and local.

The above figures were not furnished by the states, but indicate the’probable revenue collected pe each 
state having retail sales taxes, by applying its rate of tax to the estimated retail volume of each class of 
sales. The latter for ‘New Cars’ and ‘‘New Trucks” was obtained by multiplying each state’s new car and 
truck registrations by an estimated average unit value. There were assumed to have been twice as many 
used vehicle sales. 

For “Parts and Accessories,” the country’s wholesale volume, based on the Federal Excise Tax revenue, 
was given an estimated mark-up for the retail value and prorated to each state in the ratio of its registration 
to the total U. S. registration. 

For “Tires and Tubes,” the Rubber Manufacturers Association figures for wholesale volume were marked- 
up and prorated also according to the number of cars in use. 

For “Lubricating Oil,”’ the American Petroleum Institute figures for each state’s gasoline consumption by 
road vehicles were made the basis, using an estimated ratio of oil to gasoline used and an assumed average 
retail sales price per gallon. 

No attempt has been made to estimate general sales taxes on other automotive products or services such 
as second-hand parts, repairs, garaging, etc. 

*Kentucky has a use tax and Maryland an excise tax on motor vehicles. Neither state has a general retail 
sales tax.

The averages for United States and Michigan are from the Social Security Board and 
cover the latest period for which the data are available (1937). The averages for automo- 
bile factory workers are compiled by the Automobile Manufacturers Association. 

These annual earnings represent the actual wage records of all individual hourly paid 
factory workers including those working a short time and those who lost time due to 
instability of employment or personal disability. The data refer to the earnings of 
individual workers and are lower than the family income figures presented on page 45 
which included earnings of multiple wage earners as well as non-wage income. 

The data presented above are biased against the auto factory workers, since the 
averages of automobile workers are figured on the basis of single jobs, i.e., the earnings 
- of an employe who changes employers during the year are recorded as earnings of two 
or more individuals, and so reduces the over-all average. The Social Security data include 
earnings from all taxable employment, whether from one job or several. 

The automobile factory figutes are also biased adversely by the fact that they include 
only hourly paid factory workers, while the U. S. and Michigan averages cover all wage 
earners including clerical, professional, and executive classifications with annual incomes 
up to $3,000

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Reciprocal Trade Agreements Reduce 
Trade Barriers 


Reductions in barriers to automobile export trade have been 
obtained in a substantial number of trade agreements nego- 
tiated by the United States Government since 1934. As of 
June, 1939 there were twenty agreements in effect. 


1. Tariff Reductions 

Reductions in foreign tariffs against automobiles were made in 
agreements with the following countries: Cuba, Belgium, Brazil, 
Canada, Colombia, France, Czechoslovakia (now inoperative), Ecuador, 
Turkey, and various British Colonies. 


2. Greater Quotas 


The following countries enlarged the quota on automobiles under 
the terms of trade agreements: Switzerland, France and Czechoslovakia 
(now inoperative). 


3. ‘*Bound’’ Duties 


Tariff duties on automobiles were “‘bound”’ under trade agreements 
with the following countries (A “‘bound”’ duty is frozen at existing levels, 
which in the following countries were low, and which is not to be 
increased for the life of the agreement): Haiti, Sweden, Netherland, 
Switzerland, Honduras (on free list), Guatemala (surtaxes eliminated 
also), France (certain parts), and the United Kingdom.

organizations and innumerable state and local 
groups of officials and civilians have united.

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In 1938, 39 states and 307 cities had safety records surpassing or equalling 
those of previous years. 
Concentration upon the problem of reducing traffic accidents during the last three 
years has resulted in a reduction of the death rate from 17.4 per 100,000,000 
vehicle miles in 1935 to less than 12 in 1938. There were 15,000 fewer lives lost and 
425,000 less people injured. As against the preceding year, 1938 showed a reduc- 
tion of 21 per cent in traffic fatalities or a saving of more than 8,000 lives in spite 
of a one per cent increase in the number of vehicle miles traveled. 
Seven states showed a reduction in traffic deaths of 30 per cent or mere 
and twelve others had a reduction of at least 20 per cent. 
More effective legislation was largely responsible for the improved safety record. 
Forty-four states now have driver-licensing laws. 
All cities reporting to the National Safety Council had an average reduction 
in traffic deaths of 23 per cent. 
In 17 cities where accident prevention bureaus have been installed by the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police there was an average reduction in traffic 
deaths of 33 per cent. The same average reduction was achieved in cities where 
the National Safety Council has organized active safety councils with a full time 
manager. Cities having both accident prevention bureaus and organized safety 
councils averaged 40 per cent in their reduction of highway deaths, 
Three state safety organizations formed in 1938 make a total of 40 states 
with some form of safety organization. 
All 48 states and 1163 cities competed in the National Traffic Safety Contest. 
An estimated 5000 high-schools.in 33 states are teaching safety education 
to nearly half of the high school students in the United States. 
Forty-two states were represented at five parent-teachers regional conferences 
where specific state safety problems were discussed and more than 10,000 local 
parent-teacher associations carried on safety activities in 1938. 
In forty 1938 summer courses held at leading universities 1700 teachers 
were trained to give high-school driver-training courses. 
The first annual National Institute for Traffic Safety Training held at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, was attended by 145 persons from 37 states. 
The Yale Bureau of Street Traffic Research graduated 22 traffic engineers making 
a total of 76 since the Bureau was started. 
Nearly half a million copies of ‘‘Sportsmanlike Driving,” first issued as 
a series of pamphlets by the American Automobile Association, now bound 
in text book form, were distributed to schools.

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Progress in Uniform State Motor Vehicle 
Laws and Municipal Ordinances 


Safety, economy and convenience in the use of motor vehicles require uniform as well 
as adequate regulation of traffic. Organized effort toward its accomplishment began 
with the formulation of a ‘‘Uniform Motor Vehicle Code,”’ originally prepared in 1925-6 
by the National Conference on Street and Highway Safety in cooperation with the 
National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws. This was reviewed 
and revised by the National Conference on Street and Highway Safety in 1930, 1934, and 
again in 1938. 

The following organizations cooperated with the U. S. Department of Commerce in 
conducting the Conference: Bureau of Public Roads; Department of Agriculture; 
American Association of Motor Vehicle Administrators; American Automobile Asso- 
ciation; American Mutual Alliance; American Railway Association; American Transit 
Association; Chamber of Commerce of the U. S.; Automobile Manufacturers Association; 
National Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters; and National Safety Council. 


In its present form the Uniform Code comprises five acts: 


1. Administration, Registration, Certificate of Title and 
Anti-theft Act. 


II. Operators’ and Chauffeurs’ License Act. 
III. Civil Liability Act. 

IV. Safety-Responsibility Act. 

V. Act Regulating Traffic on the Highways. 


To supplement the foregoing recommended State Legislation, the first model muni- 
cipal traffic ordinance was prepared in 1927-8 by the National Conference on Street 
and Highway Safety. It was also reviewed and revised by the Conference in 1930, 1934, 
and again in 1938. 

In its latest form, it consists of three parts: 


I. Model Municipal Traffic Ordinance. 
II. Model Traffic Administrative Ordinance. 


III. State Law Provisions which Might be Included in the 
Traffic Ordinance. 


The Model Traffic Ordinances, as prepared in 1934, have been adopted by a large 
number of cities and towns, both large and small, in all sections of the country. The 
Model Traffic Ordinance is sufficiently comprehensive to meet the needs of the largest 
cities, yet small cities may omit those provisions which are not appropriately applicable 
without destroying any of the essential elements of uniformity. Cities in states which 
have not adopted the Uniform Code Act V must consider the legality of the Model 
Ordinance provisions in the particular state. 

The table on the following page shows those states whose laws contain substantial 
parts of the Uniform Vehicle Code.
